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It was in the spring of 1945 when the days of World War II were 
nearly over. In the Far East, some Japanese troops were still 
fighting in China, but the US Army and their Allies were on their 
Way to expel the Japanese out of the Eastern Empire. 


‘One morning, Air Force pilot James Gaussmanwas boarding his 
aircraft; he was given orders to reconnoitre in the area of the Qin 
Ling Shan mountain range southwest of the city, of Xian. It was a 
routine order, but for the pilot the day turned out to be the most 
exciting of his life. As he flew over the high valleys of Qin Ling 
Shan, he suddenly discovered a fantastic bullding: It was a huge 
`- pyramid! Knowing that nobody would believe him without any 
proof, he took a photograph of that unbelievable monument. 


After his return the photograph was developed, and the 
conclusion of both the photograph and Gaussman's observations 
presented a shock: the mysterious pyramid had a height of 300 
metres and a length at its base of nearly 500 metres. But for the 
next 45 years the photograph disappeared into the files of the US 
Military Secret Service. 


Only two years later another US aviator, the late Maurice 
Sheahan, came across the same area. This time, some US 
newspapers published a story about Sheahan's sighting of the big 
pyramid, for example the New York Times on 28 March 1947. But 
Archaeologists always denied the existence of pyramids in China, 
which were said to be higher than their Egyptian counterpartsO 


Inthe mid-sixties, New Zealand aviator Bruce Cathie heard about 
these rumours — and was not convinced of the archaeologists 
Official opinion. He was able to find the diaries of two Australian 
traders who had crossed Shensi Province at the beginning of our 
century, They recorded what they had seen — just like the US 
pilots some 20 years earlier, Bruce Cathie put all the information 
together and worked out a sketch plan showing sixteen pyramids 
existing in the area west of Xian. 


Lets move forward, It was in the spring of 1994, nearly 50 years 
after the flight of Captain James Gaussman, My book Die Wisse 
Pyramide had just been published, showing Gaussman's 
photograph and two other pictures of the pyramids near Xian. The 
other photographs were taken by a Chinese friend who works for 
the tourist industry in Germany; he had taken the photographs in 
the autumn of 1993 with a hidden camera from a car whilst 
travelling through the province, and allowed me to use them. 


But, for the time being, my Chinese friend could do no more. 
Since enjoying the best of connections with Chinese ministers in 
Beijing, he managed to arrange for me to be the first westerner to 
enter the Shensi No-go-areas containing the alleged pyramids, In 
March 1994, | reached my gaol. Together with a friend from 
Vienna, Peter Krassa (who later co-authored my book Satelliten 
der Gotter), | was able to but an end to decades of speculations. 
We got the evidence to prove that the Chinese pyramids are fact, 
not fiction. Generally they are shaped like the meso-American 
pyramids, flattened at the top. When the Maya pyramids were first 
discovered in the in the jungles of the Yucatan, their remains did 
not look much different from the pyramids | found in China, 


those in Mexico is unmistakable 


Not far away from the township of Xianyang, which is located 
some 50 kilometres west of Xian, we can find the pyramid area of 
Mao Ling. In the middle of agricultural land you can'see sights that 
you would never expect there: More than 90 metres high, there is 
a building whose pyramidal shape must have been near-perfect 
some thousands of years ago. But nowadays, there are numerous 
little trees on the slopes of some pyramids, During the last four or 
five years, the Chinese have been planting fast-growing conifers 
on the slopes, some kind of Cypress trees, 'What the hell is going 
on there?’ | asked myself after seeing them, Do they want to hide 
something, do they intend to tell us 20 years from now that these 
pyramids do not exist — that all you can see are natural hills? I'm 
pretty sure it must be something like that, 


Are fast-growing conifers being used 
to disguise these pyramids? 


The statement of a first-class archaeologist, when asked about 
the opening of the Chinese pyramids, sound very cryptic. ‘That's 
a job for future generations’, Peter Krassa was told whilst talking 
with Professor Xia Nai from Beijing Academy of Sciences, What 
are they afraid of? Do the scientists, by opening the pyramids 
think they will have to change all their records and opinions about 
history? 


The greatest number of pyramids | could find were around the 
township of Xianyang. The rural area is almost deserted, although 
within its immediate vicinity was a city of 500,000 inhabitants. It is 
hard to believe scarcely one mile from the city limits, | found a 
wonderful symmetrical pyramid that is more than 70 metres high. 
Upon reaching the top | discovered a sort of crater, indicating that 
a cavern once existed in the pyramid before subsidence caused it 
to collapse. 
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Indeniably, a strange impression lies in the whole scenery. In the

shadows of dozens of pyramids that rise above those plains, a few 
farmers are working with primitive ploughs like their ancestors did 
in ages far removed from ours, They don't know much about 


pyramids, and I'm certain they are not interested in learning more 
about them. The pyramids are simply standing there, just as if they 
belonged to another world. In fact, you could pretend you were on 
another planet, 


Are we able to solve all the mysteries that are connected with the 
Chinese pyramids? Are they just imperial graves, or is there 
more? Are they part of a gigantic system of holy lines, which are 
generally known as Feng-Shui or 'The Holy Ways of the Dragon'? 
Chinese archaeologist Professor Wang Shiping, who was intently 
discussing with Peter Krassa and myself about these pyramids, 
presumed that all the Shensi pyramids are arranged to the 
astronomical constellations. They are indeed witnesses of an 
incredible knowledge of geometry and mathematics. In January 
1994, archaeologists discovered several pyramids standing near 
the Wei Ho river north of the city of Xian. One of them is almost 
exactly located on the geometric centre of the ancient Chinese 
Imperium. Calculations immediately made after that discovery 
proved that there is only a declination of a few meters to the actual 
centre, 


Are there indications for possible alien influences in ancient China 
linked to these mysterious pyramids? The Australian traders, | 
mentioned earlier, who came upon some of the Shensi pyramids, 
had the opportunity to question an old friar living in a nearby. The 
friar told them about the oldest records of his monastery which 
were said to be 5,000 years old. In those records the Chinese 
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
